Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 15th February, 1980, an information was received 
that a gang of insurgents was camping in the interior jungle 
of Kaunu nill in Manipur. A Police party including Shri 
Nagendra Nath Mishra, Deputy Commandant, left Imphal 
in vehicles upto village Kanglatongbi and from there they 
covered the rest of the distance on foot, The raiding party 
was divided into three groups, one led by Shri Nagendra 
Nath Mishra, Dy. Commandant, another by Additional S,P. 
and the third by two Inspectors of Police. 

It was intimated that the insurgents had strong sympathi¬ 
sers in village Makhan. One platoon under the command 
of an Inspector was deputed to encircle the tillage. The 
Inspector searched the suspected houses early in the morn¬ 
ing on 16th February, 1980 and found two persons who were 
handed over to the Civil Police. The second group of 
the raiding party also reached near the. camp of the insur¬ 
gents early in the morning on 16th February, 1980. When 
the raiding party was at a distance of about 50 yards from 
the camp, the leading Scout Constable was fired upon and 
was wounded by the bullet on the leg. He immediately took 
Up the position and returned the fire. One insurgent, who

was hiding nearby, charged at the Constable. Immediately 
the other Constable fired on the insurgent and killed him 
on the spot. On hearing the sound of firing other insurgents 
started firing on the raiding party and threw one hand gre¬ 
nade on the Police party, but that did not explode. One 
of the insurgents tried to shoot the Constable who was 
manning the LMO, but the insurgent was shot dead. In. 
the meantime the other party headed by Shri Nagendra Nath 
Mishra, Dy. Commandant charged on the camp of the 
insurgents to capture them alive. The insurgents seeing the 
courage of the raiding party led by Shri Mishra were so 
demoralised that they ran helter-skelter in panic, leaving 
behind huge quantity of arms, ammunition and other equip¬ 
ment. As the visibility was very poor in the thick forest, 
some of the insurgents managed to escape. Two insurgents 
were killed and a large quantity of arms and ammunitions 
were recovered.

Statement of setie.es for which the decoration 
awarded 

On the 29th April, 1986 Shri Janardan Prasad Singh, Sub- 
Inspector of Police was going on his Motor cycle from 
Sadar Police Station Vaishali towards town. When he cros¬ 
sed the Railway Station Chowk, he heard sounds of 
firing and saw people running helter-skelter, in panic. Shri 
Singh stopped his Motor-cycle and learnt that an armed 
robbery was being committed in a shop. The robbers had 
shot down one shop-keeper and the people became so scared 
and demoralised that when Shri Singh advanced towards the 
place of occurrence, they tried to prevent him and warned 
him not to go alone. Ignoring the imminent danger. Shri 
Singh proceeded towards the shoo all aloae. Seeing a Police 
officer in uniform, the criminals got puzzled and started 
indiscriminate firing to create terror but Shri Singh had a 
miraculous escape. He pounced upon a hefty criminal, 
warded off a murderous dagger attack on him by his right 
hand and kicked the criminal do^B on the ground. When 
other criminals saw one or their accomplices falling on the 
ground they got demoralised and managed to escape. During 
the scuffle and struggle for survival, the criminal made 
another attack on the Sub-Inspector with -his dagger, Shri 
Singh warded off the dagger attack and most valiantly jumped 
over the criminal and got him on the ground. The criminal 
surrendered to the Sub-Inspector, He was later identified 
as Nagendra Sahni of District Patna. The gallant act of 
Shri Singh prevented the robbery in the shop and further 
loss of life and property.

On the night of 20th November, 1985 Shri Surendra 
Kumar Singh, Sub-Inspector of Police, received an informa¬ 
tion that some Naxalites were collecting near Gangabigha, 
Tola Beldaria under Police Station Chandi and planning to 
attack neighbouring Police Station Thartbari with a view to 
loot Police rifles, Shri Singh, contacted his counter parts 
of the nearby Police Stations and he led a Police party to 
Tola Beldaria and made enquiries about the assemblage of 
the naxalites. In the course of a search, he entered a room 
and found about 10 armed persons, who on seeing 
- him, started firing but bo cleverly slipped into another room 
and took position and commanded the Naxalites to surren¬ 
der with their arms. Even though Shri Surendra Kumar 
Sinch was completely isolated from his party and wqs vir¬ 
tually within the range of naxalites’ firing, he fired from his 
service revolver. The naxalites fired back and Shri Singh 
was hit in his left leg beneath the knee and fell down. How¬ 
ever, he managed to come out of the room and ordered 
his men to cordon the room, fie also alerted Hilsa Police 
Station and rcciuested for reinforcement, but without waiting 
for the reinforcement he cordoned the village with the help' 
of his men. This made the naxalites panicky and they tried 
to come out of the village by resorting to intermittent firing. 
Tn this firing another Sub-Inspector of Chandi Police Station 
pot. fun shot injury. Finding them in a precarious position, 
the Naxalites attempted desparately to break the Police 
cordon and run awav. In this nrocess naxalites resorted to 
heavy firing which was returned by the Police Darty resulting 
in thei death of three naxalites on the spot. When the situa¬ 
tion eased and firing from the village side stonned Shri 
Surendra Kumar Singh, Inspector entered the village and

made searches. One looted Police rifle, 2 regular liflles, 3 
regular DBBL guns, 2 country made lilies, one country made 
gun and huge quantity of live cartridges were recovered from 
the naxalites. Jn all 19 persons were arrested including two 
well known naxalites. 

In this encounter, Shri Surendra Kumar Singh, Sub-Ins¬ 
pector of Police, exhibited conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a highl order.
